To  mciTibcrs  of  our  fumily  to  whom  I  h3V0  uppciiiccl 
for  first  hand  records  I  extend  my  sincere  gratitude  for  your 
kind  and  prompt  responses. 

In  compiling  data  of  this  particular  line  of  the  Nichols 
family  it  has  required  years  of  diligent  research  to  produce 
results  that  many  would  like  to  have,  and  that  the  scholar 
would  prize  as  of  definite  historical  value. 

Any  intelligent  person  is  capable  of  becoming  interested 
in  family  history.  This  interest  is  increasing  in  this  country 
to  such  an  extent  that  a  great  desire  is  now  manifested  by 
many  for  a  fuller  knowledge  of  their  ancestry.  Such  a 
knowledge  encourages  truly  democratic  ideas,  by  showing  the 
universal  brotherhood  of  the  races. 

In  all  ages  and  among  all  people  the  family  has  been 
the  essential  factor  in  society.  By  family  we  mean  the  more 
prominent  name  groups,  which  are  by  special  virile  character¬ 
istics  distinguished  among  their  neighbors  as  occupying  a 
dominant  position  in  the  affairs  and  councils  of  the  community. 

Among  such  groups  the  Nichols  family  has  occupied  no  mean 
rank.” 

There  have  been  an  unusual  number  of  conspicuous  and 
capable  people  in  America  bearing  this  family  name.  There 
has  been  so  little  published  about  the  various  lines  that  no 
one  knows  much  of  the  early  relationships. 

The  Nichols  families  seem  to  have  possessed  one  trait 
from  the  beginning  of  the  name,  that  of  being  reticent  con¬ 
cerning  their  achievements,  and  busily  attending  strictly  and 

thriftily  to  their  own  family  concerns,  thus  the  lack  of  historical 
records. 

Wives  and  mothers  often  wrote  the  family  records  in  the 
family  bible,  which  are  accepted  as  authentic. 

There  are  certain  persistent  qualities  that  show  in  many 

branches  of  the  family,  and  this  fact  has  created  a  desire  to 

know  the  sources  of  the  power  that  has  been  productive  of  such 

stability,  energy  and  gentleness  as  has  been  notable  in  the 
family. 

The  writer  has  studied  the  beginnings  of  the  name  in 
Great  Britain,  connecting  when  possible  the  various  American 
lines  and  tracing  their  geographical  wanderings,  and  making 
biographical  notes  according  to  historical  accounts  so  that  every 

Nichols  in  our  line  may  know  what  sort  of  people  were  his 
forbears.

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ORIGINS  OF  THE  NICHOLS  FAMILY 

AND 

Condensed  History  before  1478  of  the  Family,  taken 

FROM  THE  WORKS  OF  LeoN  NeLSON  NiCHOLS,  MAINLY 
FROM  THE  New  York  Public  Library. 

Interest  in  the  history  of  a  family  like  ours  rests  largely 
upon  the  fact  that  centuries  of  British  and  American  culture 
have  been  so  thorough  in  the  training  of  their  men  and  women 
that  a  large  number  of  them  in  each  century  have  been 
unusually  capable  factors  in  its  civilization. 

It  is  not  a  new  thing  to  find  men  of  the  Nichols  name 
as  large  factors  in  the  things  they  have  to  do,  and  influential 
with  the  men  of  their  generations.  When  we  find  a  Nichols 
who  knows  how  to  do  things  unusually  well  and  does  them, 
we  are  not  surprised.  The  genealogist  and  ethnologist  won¬ 
ders,  though,  if  those  various  Nichols  men  were  related  and 
what  was  the  source  of  their  power. 

The  Nichols  family  is  of  great  antiquity  in  England 
and  Normandy,  and  the  name  derived  from  the  ancient  name 
Nigel,  pronounced  in  two  syllables  as  though  spelled  Neel 
or  Neeyell.  The  name  began  in  the  tenth  century,  according 
to  Pym  Yeatman  s  studies,  who  was  the  English  genealogist 
and  local  historian  in  London,  when  he  was  collecting  and 
examining  the  immense  amount  of  Norman  and  early  English 
manuscripts  that  were  digested  and  incorporated  into  his  two 
works.  The  Feudal  History  of  the  County  of  Derby  (9  vols., 
1886-1907)  and  the  large  folio  volume  of  the  House  of 
Arundel  (London,  1882).  In  the  latter  work  he  saw  the 
connection  of  those  great  political  families  of  England:  Albini, 
Montgomery,  Fitzalan  and  Howard;  but  what  is  equally 
important  was  that  the  very  name  most  often  repeated  of  the 
earliest  ancestors  of  these  great  families  was  the  name  that 
became  our  family  name  in  two  distinct  districts  of  Great 
Britain. 

The  twentieth  and  nineteenth  centuries  had  a  host  of 
the  family  who  were  large  factors  in  British  and  American 
civilization.  But  when  we  look  into  the  activities  of  the 
eighteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries  we  see  the  name  there 
in  about  the  same  proportional  importance. 

Back  in  the  sixteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries  biographical 
data  was  quite  meagre,  and  from  1478  to  1648  there  appears 
no  connecting  links  to  show  where  our  branch  broke  off  from 

the  main  line;  but  earlier  than  this  our  researches  carry  us 
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into  the  origins  of  the  family  and  the  beginnings  of  the 
name  Nichol. 

In  the  eighth  century  lived  Euslin  Glumru,  one  of  the 
great  Norse  vikings  and  Jarl  (Earl)  of  Upland,  or  Earl 
over  a  large  area  of  Eastern  Norway.  He  was  grandfather 
of  Richard,  the  first  Viscount  of  the  Cotentin  in  Normandy. 
Richard  was  an  own  cousin  to  Rollo,  the  first  Duke  of  Nor¬ 
mandy.  (See  Magna  Charta,  Part  II,  Chapter  31,  by  John 
H.  Wurts.) 

Glumru  was  one  of  those  sea  rovers  who  began  his 
piratical  expeditions  in  787,  invading  all  parts  of  the  European 
seas  with  other  Scandinavians,  till  they  became  masters  of  all 
the  country  under  their  King  Canute  and  reigned  for  the  next 
250  years,  down  to  1042. 

Normandy  received  its  name  from  the  Northmen,  who 
occupied  it  in  the  beginning  of  the  tenth  century,  912.  Rollo 
received  the  title  of  Duke  of  Normandy.  In  885  Rollo,  one 
of  the  most  renowned  of  the  Norman  chieftains,  and  grand¬ 
son  of  Euslin  Glumru,  after  ravaging  Friesland  and  the  coun¬ 
tries  watered  by  the  Scheldt,  married  the  daughter  of  Charles 
the  Simple,  and  received  with  her,  under  the  tie  of  vassalage 
(being  subservient  to  the  king),  possession  of  all  of  the  land 
in  the  valley  of  the  Seine,  from  the  Epte  and  Eure  to  the 
sea,  which  then  went  by  the  name  of  Normandy. 

The  first  of  the  Viscounts  was  Richard  the  grandson  of 
Euslin  Glumru  and  cousin  to  Duke  Rollo.  Richard’s  oldest 
son  Nigel  1st  succeeded  his  father  as  Viscount,  and  thus  began 
the  name  that  has  been  familiar  in  British  and  American  life 
in  the  succeeding  centuries. 

Nigel,  or  Neel,  although  born  in  Normandy  was  of 
British,  Norwegian  and  French  descent. 

These  early  Viscounts  became  Christianized  and  adopted 
other  phases  of  the  higher  culture  of  France;  they  gave  in  turn 
a  greater  energy  and  a  clearer  vision  of  the  vital  things  needed 
in  their  century.  So  enthusiastic  was  their  Christianity  that  the 
great  castle  they  built  near  the  Dourve  River  was  named  Saint 
Sauveur  (Holy  Saviour).  The  ruins  of  this  earliest  architec¬ 
ture  of  the  family  may  yet  be  seen. 

It  has  been  roughly  surmised  by  some  of  the  philologists 
that  the  source  of  the  name  Nicol  was  Nicholas,  a  name  that 
had  become  popular  from  Saint  Nicholas,  the  Greek  Bishop, 
and  later  the  patron  saint  of  Russia.  The  Nicholas  family  of 
England  undoubtedly  traces  its  name  to  the  given  name  Nicho- 
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las,  but  it  is  very  clear  from  old  English  documents  that 
there  was  never  any  doubt  that  the  people  always  understood 
that  Nicholas  and  Nicol  were  two  different  and  distinct  given 
names.  Out  of  these  have  grown  the  two  family  names.  Ours 
is  historically  traceable  to  French  Neel;  also  to  Norse  Njal. 

The  direct  descent  from  the  9th  century  is  as  follows: 
Euslin  Glumru,  grandfather  of  Richard,  the  first  Viscount  of 
Normandy;  Nigel,  son  of  Richard,  succeeded  as  second  Vis¬ 
count;  Roger,  son  of  Nigel,  succeeded  as  third  Viscount;  Nigel, 
son  of  Roger,  succeeded  as  fourth  Viscount,  and  was  the  second 
of  the  name  known  in  history.  Nigel  died  in  1045  leaving 
three  sons,  Nigel,  Richard  and  Mauger. 

Nigel,  son  of  Nigel,  was  fifth  Viscount.  He  had  three 

sons,  Nigel,  William  and  Roger. 

Nigel  the  third  had  a  stormy  reign,  beginning  as  he  did, 
with  the  leadership  that  refused  to  acknowledge  William  the 
Bastard  as  a  rightful  heir  to  the  Dukedom  of  Normandy. 

In  the  bloody  battle  of  Val-es-Dunes,  William  had  the 
support  of  King  Henry  of  France,  and  the  Cotentin  forces  were 
finally  routed.  Nigel  the  third  went  into  exile  for  a  time,  at 
least,  and  it  is  likely  that  he  never  came  to  his  power  as  Vis¬ 
count  again.  Duke  William  lived  down  his  title  of  Bastard 
in  the  greater  title  of  William  the  Conqueror,  won  in  1066 
when  the  battle  of  Hastings  brought  him  to  the  throne  of  a 
weakening  and  vacillating  England. 

These  three  sons  of  Nigel,  Nigel,  William  and  Roger 
were  probably  of  the  town  of  Albini  in  the  Cotentin  and  became 
important  friends  of  Duke  William  in  his  English  conquests. 
This  second  son  William  of  Nigel  was  pincerna  to  King  Wil¬ 
liam  of  England,  that  position  equivalent  to  Commissary  Gen¬ 
eral  for  the  invading  army.  As  to  William  de  Albini,  the 
documents  of  the  period  show  him  to  have  been  a  very  im¬ 
portant  personage.  William  de  Albini  had  two  sons:  Roger 
d’  Ivri,  the  father  of  Rualoc  of  Dol  in  France;  and  Nicol  de 
Albini,  the  hero  of  the  battle  of  Tinchbray  in  1106. 

Roger  de  Albini,  the  third  son  of  Nigel,  is  clearly  shown 
by  Pym  Yeatman’s  researches  to  have  been  the  father  of  the 
second  William  de  Albini,  from  whom  sprang  the  Great 
Albini  family  in  England  and  the  Earls  of  Arundel. 

A  notable  ancestor  was  Nicol  de  Albini,  oldest  son  of 
Nigel;  he  led  one  wing  of  the  Conqueror's  army  at  the  battle 
of  Hastings,  and  was  showered  with  honors  and  lands  by  the 
Conqueror. 
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The  Domesday  Book,  that  census  of  Norman  ownership 
of  lands  in  England,  shows  that  the  Nicols  were  well  rewarded, 
for  they  were  immense  land  owners. 

Nicol  de  Albini  made  Cainhoe  in  Bedfordshire  his  seat, 
and  was  therefore  Lord  or  Baron  of  Cainhoe. 

A  note  of  importance  is,  that  the  Nicols  de  Albini,  the 
Neels  "les  Viscounts",  the  Viscounts  of  Saint  Sauveur  or  the 
Cotentin,  were  identical  and  were  also  the  Lords  of  Cainhoe, 
and  as  such  were  the  founders  of  the  later  families  named 
Nicholl  and  Nichols. 

We  do  not  know  that  any  branch  from  Nicol  de  Albini 
degenerated  but  we  do  know  that  in  the  senior  line  at  Cainhoe 
the  descent  passed  to  the  female  issue  in  two  centuries. 

What  the  other  Nicols  were  doing  in  midland  England 
in  those  centuries  is  yet  to  be  learned. 

Eamilies  alter  their  economic  conditions  with  the  chang¬ 
ing  centuries,  but  quality  is  apt  to  be  passed  on  to  some  line, 
even  if  other  lines  lose  quality. 

The  name  Richard  has  been  given  to  sons  in  most  gen¬ 
erations  in  all  branches  of  the  Nichols  family  since  the  9th 
century,  in  England  and  Normandy  down  to  the  present  in 
America  which  seems  to  appear  that  the  name  has  been  carried 
direct  from  Richard  the  first  Viscount  of  the  Cotentin  in  Nor¬ 
mandy  who  named  his  first  son  Nigel  (Nichols). 

THE  NICHOLS  FAMILY 

1.  RICHARD  NICHOLS  was  the  son  of  Richard  Nichols  of 
East  Greenwich,  Rhode  Island.  It  is  probable  that  the  father 
was  the  Richard  who  died  in  Rhode  Island  in  1720  at  72 
years.  He  had  a  wife  Phebe  who  made  her  will  April  5,  1721, 
proved  Mar.  25,  1727  in  W^arwick,  R.  1.  Four  sons  were  born 
to  Richard  and  Phebe,  in  or  near  Coventry,  R.  L,  one  of  whom 
was  probably  this  Richard.  Richard  Jr.  was  called  "of  War¬ 
wick"  when  he  married,  Aug.  8,  1736,  Eli2abeth  Pierce  of 
Rehoboth,  Mass.,  daughter  of  Ezrekim  and  Sarah  (Heywood) 
Pierce  of  Rehoboth.  Elizabeth  Pierce  was  born  Aug.  14,  1718 
at  Warwick.  She  was  the  granddaughter  of  Ephraim  Pierce 

of  Warwick,  who  was  the  son  of  Michael  of  Hingham  Mass

From  the  History  of  Rehoboth,  Mass,  we  find  the  Nichols 
Cemetery  covers  about  one  third  of  an  acre,  set  off  from  the 

Nichols  and  Moulton  farms,  and  many  of  the  early  families 
are  buried  there. 

7.  NATHANIEL  NICHOLS  (Richard  2,  Richard  1)  was  born 
Oct.  13,  1754  in  Rehoboth,  Mass,  and  died  May  28,  1836  in 
Augusta,  Maine.  He  married  Mehitable  Davis  at  Orford, 
New  Hampshire  on  Aug.  14,  1793.  She  died  Mar.  18,  1860  at 
Augusta,  and  both  are  buried  there.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Samuel  Davis  and  Jane  (Fitzgerald)  born  Feb.  2,  1776  at 
Concord,  N.  H.  Nathaniel’s  occupation  was  farmer  and  sol¬ 
dier.  He  first  enlisted  for  service  at  Tiverton,  R  I  and 
served  8  months  in  1775  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  In  Mar. 
1776  he  enlisted  and  served  as  Corporal  in  Captain  Ephraim 
Bowers  Company,  Colonel  Hitchcock’s  Rhode  Island  Regi¬ 
ment,  was  in  the  retreat  from  Long  Island,  was  in  the  battles 
of  Harlem  Heights,  Trenton  and  Princeton,  and  was  dis¬ 
charged  in  Feb.  1777.  His  pension  record  W  24  348,  issued 
July  15,  1819,  rate  $8.00  per  month.  Act  of  Mar.  18,  1818 
District  of  Maine  Agency.  His  name  spelled  "Nickols”  is 
inscribed  on  a  tablet  in  the  Lithgow  Library,  Augusta,  Maine, 
as  having  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  In  1805  he  lived 
in  Vershire,  Vermont,  in  1807  at  Fayette,  Maine,  in  1814  in 
Hallowell,  Maine,  in  1818  in  Leeds,  Maine,  and  in  1820  in 
Belgrade,  Maine.  After  his  death  at  Augusta  his  widow  was 
granted  160  acres  of  bounty  land,  and  allowed  a  pension  of 

$96.00  per  annum,  Act  of  Feb.  2,  1848,  Maine  Agency.

Below  is  a  copy  of  a  note  written  by  Mehitable  Davis  on 
a  slip  of  paper  pinned  to  fly  leaf  of  a  very  old  bible  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Nichols  or  the  Davis  family. 

"Mehitable  Davis,  her  mother  Jane  Fitzgerald;  Eliza¬ 
beth  Pierce  claims  grandfather  was  taken  by  Indians  when 
three  years  old  and  kept  six  years,  and  tattooed  to  know  him. 

Retaken  when  he  was  eleven  years  old  and  kept  until 
he  was  of  age,  and  got  away  at  the  Battle  of  White  Plains, 
reversed  his  gun  and  ran  to  his  friends  all  beaded  and  quilted. 

Could  talk  Indian. 

Note— Battle  of  White  Plains  was  fought  Oct.  25,  1776, 
between  U.  S.  and  English.  Victor  United  States. 

The  writer  has  found  no  records  to  prove  that  he  was 
a  Nichols  boy;  the  grandfather  mentioned  may  have  been  a 

Peirce  or  Heywood,  or,  Fitzgerald  or  Davis. 

The  old  bible  referred  to  above  is  one  which  passed 
into  the  hands  of  Albert  Augustine  Nichols  of  Augusta,  Maine, 
and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  his  daughter,  Florence  Nichols 
of  Augusta.  Much  family  history  was  found  written  in  this 
bible  which  is  accepted  as  authentic.

He  married  Oct.  1832  Eliza  M.  White,  daughter  of  Augustine 
and  Mary  (Sibley)  White,  born  at  East  Eddington,  Maine, 
Nov.  30,  1814,  died  April  7,  1858,  at  Holden,  Maine.  He 
owned  and  operated  a  farm  of  500  acres  on  Levenseller  Road, 
Holden.  After  his  wife’s  death  he  gradually  disposed  of  his 
land  holdings  in  Holden.  He  never  married  again,  and  eventu¬ 
ally  located  in  Augusta  where  his  four  sons  lived  and  had 
acquired  homes.  Brewer,  Maine  was  incorporated  Feb.  22, 
1812  and  was  an  uncorporated  territory  for  forty  years.  Holden 
was  set  off  from  Brewer  and  incorporated  May  1,  1852.  The 
parent  town  of  Brewer  and  Holden  was  Orrington.  The  first 
seven  children  of  Henry  Weston  Nichols  and  Eliza  were  born 
before  Holden  was  set  off  from  Brewer  (1852)  tho  the  births 
of  all  their  children  are  recorded  in  Holden.  Mr.  Blair  Wight 
was  living  in  the  old  Levenseller  Homestead  on  the  Leven¬ 
seller  Road  in  Holden  in  1951,  owner  of  a  900  acre  lot  which 
includes  the  former  Henry  Weston  place,  also  the  John  R. 
Towle  farm.  It  was  on  this  Nichols  farm  that  all  the  children 
of  Henry  Weston  and  Eliza  (White)  Nichols  were  born:

Albert  Augustine  Nichols  was  a  contracting  mason  and 
builder,  a  member  of  the  City  Government  of  Augusta,  as 
well  as  a  32nd  degree  Mason.  Following  is  his  Civil  War 
record:  He  enlisted  from  Penobscot  County,  Maine,  in  June 
1862,  to  serve  nine  months,  and  was  mustered  into  the  United 

States  Army  at  Bangor,  Maine  on  Sept.  10,  1863,  as  a  private

in  Capt.  James  W.  Williams  Company  "B”,  22nd  Regiment 
Maine  Volunteer  Infantry,  Colonel  Simon  G.  Gerrard  com¬ 
manding. 

The  22nd  Regiment  of  Maine  Infantry  volunteers  was 
organized  at  Bangor,  on  the  10th  of  Oct.,  1862  to  serve  nine 
months,  and  entered  service  under  the  following  officers: 
Simon  G.  Gerrard,  Colonel ;  Alonzo  G.  Putnam,  Lieut.  Colonel ; 
John  O.  Brackett,  Major.  On  the  21st  of  Oct.  the  command 
left  for  Washington,  D.  C.,  arriving  on  the  24th  of  that 
month,  and  that  day  were  ordered  to  Arlington  Heights  and 
assigned  temporarily  to  the  3rd  Brigade,  Casey’s  division.  On 
Nov.  3rd  moved  to  Fortress  Monroe,  Va.,  thence  proceeding 
to  Newport  News,  where  they  remained  until  Dec.  2nd,  and 
on  the  4th  of  that  month  embarked  for  New  Orleans,  La.,  ar¬ 
riving  in  that  city  on  the  15th,  and  immediately  proceeded  to 
Baton  Rouge,  which  city  they  occupied  on  the  17th.  On  Oct. 
31st  the  command  was  assigned  to  the  1st  Brigade  of  Gro¬ 
ver’s  Division,  19th  Corps,  Army  of  the  Department  of  the 
Gulf,  remaining  at  Baton  Rouge  until  March  13,  1863,  when 
they  took  part  in  a  reconnaissance  to  the  rear  of  Port  Hudson, 
after  which  returned  to  Monticello  Bayou.  March  26th  joined 
the  expedition  up  Atchafalya  Lake  and  on  April  13  th  landed 
at  Irish  Bend,  and  after  crossing  the  Bayou  Teche  they  en¬ 
camped  for  the  night.  On  the  l4th  the  command  met  the 
enemy  at  Franklin,  Assault  of  Port  Hudson,  and  its  surrender, 
also  a  member  of  minor  engagements  and  skirmishes,  at  all 
times  performing  gallant  and  faithful  duty,  losing  169  by 
death.  The  Regiment  was  discharged  and  mustered  out  at 
Bangor,  Aug.  15,  1863,  its  term  having  expired.  The  said 
Albert  A.  Nichols  was  confined  in  Regimental  Hospital  for 
two  months,  then  was  detailed  as  driver  of  ambulance  in  Feb. 
1863.  He  was  captured  by  guerrillas  with  others  of  his  regi¬ 
ment,  but  made  their  escape.  Fie  was  at  all  other  times  with 
his  command,  rendering  faithful  and  meritorious  service, 
achieving  a  gallant  record  for  brave  and  soldierly  bearing.  He 
was  Honorably  Discharged  at  Bangor,  Maine,  on  l4th  day 
of  Aug.,  1863,  by  reason  of  expiration  of  term  of  service.

Eight  months  after  the  mother’s  death,  their  house  burned 
down,  and  the  father  immediately  built  another  house  across 
the  road  on  land  which  he  owned,  on  which  was  a  large  barn. 

At  the  age  of  fourteen,  Abner  v/as  sent  to  Gardiner,  Maine, 
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where  he  finished  his  public  schooling  at  Gardiner  High,  living 
and  working  in  the  home  of  Dr.  Small  in  that  city  till  at  the 
age  of  16,  when  he  was  taken  into  apprenticeship  by  his  two 
oldest  brothers,  Orville  and  Albert,  at  Augusta,  to  learn  the 
mason’s  trade.  He  worked  with  his  brothers  until  he  was 
pronounced  a  proficient  mason  and  fancy  stucco  worker,  mak¬ 
ing  many  of  the  beautiful  ceilings  and  fireplaces  in  the  finest 
houses  in  Augusta  and  other  New  England  towns  and  cities. 
The  Nichols  Bros.,  contracting  masons  and  builders  of  stone  and 
brick  structures,  worked  in  the  year  1876  on  the  stone  towers 
of  Brooklyn  bridge,  N.  Y.,  did  the  stone  and  mason  work  on 
the  Lithgow  Library  at  Augusta,  the  Episcopal  stone  Church 
and  a  brick  wing  on  the  State  Hospital  at  Augusta,  and  many 
other  buildings  of  note  throughout  New  England.  Abner 
was  visionary  and  something  of  a  genius;  by  extensive  reading 
and  profound  study,  he  acc^uired  a  keen  knowledge  of  economic, 
political  and  religious  life.  A  fair  and  honest  debater  on 
temperance  issues  and  political  reforms;  of  temperate  habits, 
energetic.  The  Boston  Globe  once  described  him  as  a  "regu¬ 
lar  battery  of  energy".  A  writer  of  note  on  the  leading  issues 
of  the  day,  he  conducted  columns  in  several  newspapers  and 
magazines;  was  for  some  time  a  member  of  the  State  Federa¬ 
tion’s  legislative  committee  devoted  to  the  Direct  Primary  Law. 
He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  eight  hour  day  movement; 
was  largely  instrumental  in  the  passage  of  the  Initiative  and 
Referendum  law,  and  the  father  of  the  Australian  Ballot  Sys¬ 
tem  in  the  United  States.  He  was  of  a  mechanical  turn  of 
mind,  with  a  creative  sense,  and  admired  art  and  nature  in  all 
its  beauty;  was  a  good  neighbor,  generous  to  a  fault,  and  al¬ 
ways  idolized  the  memory  of  his  noble  mother.  In  1871  he 
built  an  attractive  house  on  Townsend  Road,  Augusta,  and  on 
Nov.  14th  of  that  year  married  and  took  his  bride  to ’the  new 
home  where  their  two  children  were  born.  He  was  a  drafts¬ 
man  and  designing  engineer,  and  once  built  an  engine  with 
twice  the  number  of  revolutions  of  any  other  at  the  time,  for 
use  in  flying  machines,  automobiles  and  etc.  The  model  of 
which  is  on  display  in  the  Hall  of  Science  at  Washington, 
D.  C.  Ele  was  an  active  member  in  the  Green  Street  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  Augusta,  and  a  member  of  numerous 
other  organizations  throughout  the  state.

1812  to  1824  by  Mrs.  Betsey  Bickford  of  Gardner,  Mass,  to  her 
brother  Augustine  White  at  East  Eddington,  District  of  Maine, 
have  been  copied  by  photostat  process  for  future  preservation.
